Claims 20, 21, & 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Chu 2,198,303. 

Chu shows a device including an elastomeric wedge 
portion 17 having a base 15, and nails 16 to attach the base 
to a surface. Although Chu does not disclose that this is a 
dampening device for an archery bow, the device includes all 
features claimed and could be used for this purpose with no 
structural change .
